HORSE MEAT IN CHICAGO, | 


City Authorities Propose te Make the 
Industry Unprofitable. 


CHICAGO, III., Oct. 17.—The recent dis- 
closures regarding the sale of horsemeat in 
this market has had the effect of stirfing 
up the Health Department to a realization 


of the necessity for throwing ample safe- 
guards around it. Yesterday the depart- 
ment transmitted to Alderman Stanwood, 
Chairman of the City Council Committee 
on Health and County Relations, the draft 
of an ordinance which, if it is passed, will 
be almost prohibitory in its effect. It is 
proposed to license the establishments where 
horses are slaughtered, but it is said that 
the license fee will be so high and the pro- 
visions of the ordinance so exacting that 
there will no longer be a profit in the busi- 
ness. Alderman Stanwood, who is father- 
ing the ordinance, said: 

“The ordinance has been drafted by the 
law department of the city and I am frank 
to say will end the killing of horses for food 

urposes in Chicago. Under the system of 
nspection provided for, not even the wealth- 
lest packer will find a profit in buying 
horses for food purposes. As it is now, dis- 
eased horses costing from $2 to $ can be 

urchased for the slaughter houses in ex- 
stence and a profit be made out of them 
But good, sound, healthy horses cannot be 
n for such money and they will 

ave to be purchased if any horse flesh is 
disposed of under thfs.ordinance. I do not 
gee the slightest reason why the ordinance 
should not go through. It is demanded by 
the Health Department and public safety. 
I shall propose one amendment to it, and 
that is that the Mayor shall not issue a 
license for any such slaughtering place ex- 
cept upon the recommendation of the 
Health Department.” 

Commissioner of Health Kerr has taken 
the liveliest interest in the proposed ordi- 
nance. He said: The proposed ordi- 
nance is right in line with what the Health 
Departmen} needs in ordor to regulate and 
inspect the * nefarious features of the 
business. It goes without saying that an 
ordinance to prevent the killing of horses 
would be, we are advised, illegal and un- 
constitutional, but the city has the right 
to license the men who prosecute t busi- 
ness and to throw a rigid system of inspec- 
tion about it. I really think that it will 
have the effect, if — — to close all the 
horse killing establisifments and that no 
new ones will be opened up. F precnally I 
do not think the public can act too quickly 
in this matter through the medium of the 
Council. The evil is an aggravated one. 
No concealment is made of the fact that the 
worst kind of horses are being killed and 
then sold as meat throughout the city. 
‘Worse than this, the same meat is going 
abroad in cans and carrying disease with it. 
I cannot understand how there can be the 
slightest opposition to the ordinance and 
sincerely hope that it will pass.“

THE CITY HALL BUNGLE. 


What is Architect Mann of the new 
City Hall there for? 

This question is pertinent in view of 
the fresh discoveries of bad work in the 
new City Hall building by Engineer 
Gaylor of the Street Department. The 
trouble over the improper tiling put in 
the floors has scareely been settled before 
this new discovery of far more impor- 
tant faults than that of the tiling 
faults which affect the strength and 
safety of the building, is brought to 
light. 

According to Mr. Gaylor, the fron 
supports are too light for the work they 
must da; they are of cast iron when they 
should be of steel, and many of them 
have been found by investigation to be 
full of blowheles and defects. These 
blowholes and defects were deliberately 
concealed with lead and iron filling. 

In order to insure the safety of the 
building this work will have to be done 
over or strengthened at great cost, It 
has been approved and paid for and it 
is, therefore, doubtful if the city can re- 
cover from the contractors.

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MUNICIPAL TAX ABUSES, 


The Single Tax Club of New York is 
doing some practical work by investi- 
gating the assessment of real estate. 

The work of investigation has brought 
out several astonishing disclosures with 
regard to the undervaluation of rich 
estates. It has been found that 200 lots 
owned by W. W. Astor and worth not 
less than $5,000 each, a total of over 
$1,000,000, have been assessed at a valua- 
tion of $95,000. or about $326 a lot. How 
many other similar cases of undervalua- 
tion there are can only be determined 
by thorough investigation, and the at- 
tention of the Mayor has been called to 
the abuse. 

There is not a city in the Union 
where similar abuses do not exist. Chi- 
cago recently had #startling disclosures 
of gross discrimination in taxation. In- 
vestigation would probably show that 
millions of dollars in profitable city real 
estate escape taxation through under- 
valuation. 

This undervalued property is usually 
owned by men of wealth and influence 
who can well afford to pay taxes. A 
double wrong is thus done by throwing 
a doypble burden of taxation upon those 


who can least afford it.

He would keep it as 
clear as possible from any scheme of com- 
mercialism or money-making,.and would 
have it simply and purely a home of art, 
the handmaid of the profession, emp ng 
in its construction the consummate achieve- 
ment of architectural science, the sum-total 
ll its art. 

07 f of the Fellows present concurred in 
this lofty conception of the Chicago arehi- 
tect as a theory; but there was a consider- 
able proportion of them—just how many = 
was impossible to determine, owing to the 
newness of the proposition in concrete 
form—who take a more unitarian view of 
the subject and think the interests of the 
institute and of the profession would - 
better served by the erection of a great of- 
fiee building, with perhaps an auditorium 
capable of use as the theater of grand opera 
or of an art exhibition, reserving such parts 
of the buildipg as might be required for the 
use of the institute, its secretary, the cura 
tor, librarian, clerks and other employes. 


Hither plan would contemplate the estab- 
lighment of a library and a department of 
fing arts, in which the classics and the 
progress of architecture and of the numer- 
oug allied arts and callings would be llus- 
trated and demonstrated, down to the 
achievements of the present time.

The Burnham scheme contemplates the

The other scheme would ask no 
favors, but would be financed like any other 
money-making enterprise, with a scheme of 
ten or twenty-year bonds to enable it to pay 
itself out. In thfs case it is believed the in- 
stitute would eventually become a rich con- 
cern, whose accretions from rentals would 
very greatly add to its power and useful- 
ness to the profession, while, in the opinion 
of a number of the Fellows, its dignity 
would in no sense be compromised by eon- 
nection with a legitimate financial enter- 
prise, having for its ultimate objeet the 
promotion of architectural art and of its 
kindred sciences and industries, 


The financial argument cropped out in 
every discussion that arose in.the con- 
vention, whether it related to the extension 
of the membership, the relations of the 
twenty-seven chapters to the institute, to 
uyjiform contracts or even to the gerio- 
comic proposition of the Board of Directors 
for its own abolition. The architects are 
men who talk money with great readiness, 
and the discussions were tinged all over 
with the vital consideration of ways and 
means. The proposition, therefore, for a 
great building, which shall render the in- 
stitute eventually powerful from the finan- 
cial standpoint is, therefore, likely to have 
many supporters when the committee shall 
bring in its report at Nashville next year, 
and it is by no means unlikély that it will 
carry against the lofty and semi-poetic 
plan which Mr. Burnham is pushing.

It a 
beautiful pink tint and takes a polish. The 
finishing process develops it into many 
warm and handsome shadings of the orig- 
inal color, and some exquisite effects are 
obtained. Then, again, we have other 
stone handy which is available at less cost. 
In these big buildings the stone is used 
ordinarily for the bases or plinths, with 
a superstructure of brick surrounding and 
embedding the steel frames.

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The trial of Maud Lewis for the murder of 
State Senator Pete, Morrissey was re- 
sumed in the Criminal Court at 10 o’clock 
Thursday morning. The courtroom was 
packed with a motley throng and the bail- 
Us were kept busy keeping the aisles clear: 

The Léwis woman was brought into the 
room at 9:20 o’clock by Deputy Sheriff Will 
Troll and conveyed to the a. cage.

A chair was tendered her, but she 
declined ta sit in it, walking up and down 
the narrow floor of the cage keeping up 
a constant chatter with her guard. She 
wore a neat fitting black dress. A belt 
with a huge silyer. buckle encircled her 
waist. Her shock of f white hair 
was crowned with a tiny Dutch bonnet 
that had great protruding wings and clus- 
ters of 8 ial. vio 

Shortly after her arrival a uniformed mes- 
senger y came in search of her. He 
bore in his hands an immense bouquet ot 
freshly cut roses—-white and red and yel- 
low. She seized the proffered bouquet,. 
nervously tore off its opalescent paper cov- 
ering, buried her nose in the soft bunch of 
roses, hurriedly read the card tied on with a 
delicate blue ribbon, and turning to the 
messenger boy, said: Tell them they are 
beautiful and I thank them very much.” 
Then she gave the bouquet to Deputy Troll, 
who sent it out of the courtroom. “I am 
not aware who sent me the bouquet,” said 
Maud with a haughty tos of her head when 
a Post-Dispatch reporter asked her about it. 

Just before the trial began Lillian Moss, 
who was in the house when Morrissey was 
killed, entered the prisoner’s cage and had 
a talk with Miss Lewis. No deputies were 
present at the time, 


If Maud Lewis realizes that the crisis 
in her life has been reached she did not look 
it when she came into court. Her struggle 
against the law began in earnest to-day. 
The prosecution closed its case against her 
—— . With the testimony of Edward 

orrissey, John Horan, Chris Loehr, Cur- 
tis Rowland and Patrolman Hogan, all of 
whom testified to having heard Maud 
threaten Pete Morrissey’s He. 

Judge Bashaw opetied the case for the 
State by outlining a plan of defense. He 
will rely on Alport Andrews’ confession and 
r continued ill treatment of the 


man. 
“We will show you, 19 of the 
jury.“ concluded Judge Bashaw, that the 
defendant did not kill Morrissey, and that 
the situation at the time of the shooting 
was such that either she or Andrews was 
in à position to have fired the shot, Even if 
she did kill Morrissey we will show you 
that she had a perfect right to do so, by 
reason of his previous abuse and continued 
ill treatment. And, furthermore, we will 
show you that at the time she killed him, 
if she did at all, she was not mentally re- 
sponsible for the deed.” 

The papers can say what they please 
about me, just so long as they let that wo- 
man alone,” said Judge Bashaw to the re- 
1 Thursday morning, as he pointed at 

aud. “I am more firmly convinced than 
ever that she is innocent, and that Alport 
Andrews murdered Pete Morrissey.“ 


Jupge Edmunds disposed of a large num- 
ber of preliminary motions in other cases 
before calling the Maud Lewis case and ‘it 
was 10:30 when it was taken up. Maud was 
then brought from the cage and given a 
seat between her attorneys, Judge T. P. 
Bashaw and John L. Hopkins. She kept 
her eyes steadily fixed on Judge Edmunds, 
not even turning them towand her law- 
yers as they spoke to her in a whisper. 
Judge Chester H. Krum, who is assisting 
Prosecuting Attorney Zachritz, sat on the 
opposite side of the table from the de. 
fendant and gazed thoughtfully at the jury. 

Lillian Moss was the first witness cailed. 
She was born in St. Louis, she told Judge 
Bashaw, and had known Maud: Lewis a 
long time. She was at the house the night 
Morrissey was killed. She had seen him 
there frequently. He came there about 2:30’ 
a. m. the night he was killed. She saw him 
in the parlor. He was accompanied by Doc- 
tors O’Reily and Frank. They all remained 
in the parlor about fifteen minutes. They 
had some beer before Oing upstairs. Then 
she went up to second-store front with Dr. 
O’Reily. They had been upstairs about ten 
minutes when she heard a woman scream. 
The scream was repeated in a half minute 
or so. Then she hurriedly dressed and 
went to the room of Helen Lewis. When 
she entered the room she saw Alport An. 
drews coming up the stairs. is was about 
ten minutes after she heard the shots and 
screams. Dr. O’Reily had hurried down 
stairs. As she entered the parlor she saw 
Maud, who was terribly hysterical and cry- | 
ing: They've killed him.“ Witness re- 
mained in the house ten or fifteen minutes 
afterwards, when she was arrested. 

Maud left the house that night about 
11:30. with Helen Lewis and returned with 
the party at 2:30. Witness was at no time 
during the night under the influence of 
liquor. The party were feeling pretty good 
when they came in the house. Morrissey 
seemed “fuller” than any of them. 

Maud snatched a lighted cigar out of his 
hand and he told her to get another. Mor- 
2 entered the house with Maud and 

oliceman Moore, whom she had frequently 
seen in the house. The officer drank beer 
with them, as he had often done before. 
The Court seid this was immaterial. 

Dr. Frank and Helen occupied a room ad- 
joining witness. Maud used the front room 
down stairs as a bed-room. She occupied 
it that night. It was a medium-sized room. 
The bed was in the northeast corner. the 
foot inclining toward the west. A person 
standing in the kitchen could see the foot 
of. the . wash..stand was in the 
west side of the rcom, near the north end- 

the corner, It was against the west wall,

She 
next saw Andrews after she returned to 
the house from notifying the police. 

Frank and O'Reilley left the house be- 
fore she did.

Andrews 
was dressed and sitting on the sofa crying. 
Maud was still hysterical. 

There was just room, enough to pass be- 
tween the bed and washstand in Maud's 
room. The bow! and pitcher were on the 
washstand.

She was positive that she heard 
only two of the noises gescribed. She was 
in the custody of the officers from the time 
of the tragedy until the inquest was held. 
She was sure that when she saw Morrissey 
lying on the bed he was partially covered 
with a sheet. She did not notice the posi- 
tion of his hands. 

Maud said: nothing to her when she en- 
tered the parlor, nor she to Maud. She 
didn’t know Andrews by any other name 
than “Al.” That was what Maud called 
him. She had hever gone out in town with 
Maud, but Helen usually accompanied her. 
She didn’t think it was as much as one or 
two minutes between the two sounds de- 
scribed, though she might have so stated at 
the inquest. 

Re-examined by Judge Bashaw, witness 
said the spittoon was not broken when she 
retired in Maud's room. She noticed after 
the murder, though, that it was. The court 
would not permit her to repeat her as- 
sertion made at the inquest that when she 
rushed into Helen’s room she heard Maud 
downstairs screaming: Help, they are 
murdering Pete!“ 4

There she met Frank and 8 Reilly 
with Morrissey. They drank five bottles 
of champagne and a good deal of whisky. 
She asked Pete to drink with her. He in- 
vited his friends. She said she had come to 
see him, and pot. his <riends. after some 
little sees J she agreed to meet 
them. She ordered the first bottle, and as 
she went to pay for it Morrissey grabbed 
her roll of bills out of her hand and tore 
up a $5 piece. The party went out home 
with her in a carriage. They had a good 
time in her parlor for about an hour. 

After the girls retired with their friends, 
she and Pete went to her room. When she 
got in her room and was undressing Pete 
picked up her pocketbook and began to | 
tear up her money. She protested, but it 
did no good. He frequently tore up her 
money. At this point she broke down and 
cried so that she could scarcely go on with 
her story. Judge Bashaw begged that she 
compose herself. 

She told Pete that his friends would have 
to pay or leave the house. 

Then he sprang up, knocked her down 
and choked her.

Italian papers published in the 
United States circulate freely in Italy and 
you may be sure that a prospective emi- 
grant takes great pains to inform himself on 
all important points. For instance, you could 
not deceive the most ignorant emigrant 
as to the price of his passage over. 


“Mr. Bartholdt, in his remarks on the 
padrone slavery system, cites the Pennsyl- 
vania coal mines as an example of how the 
emigrants are held in bondage through their 
own ignorance. Now, actual conditions in 
the Pennsylvania coal regions do not bear 
Out such conclusions. It is true that thou- 
sands of Italian laborers work in the mines; 
but far from being ignorant as to their prop- 
er relations to their employers, they have 
inaugurated most of the strikes in recent 
years. Now, if they had no just appreciation 
of what was due them would they be likely 
to strike of their own accord? 

“One absolute inaccuracy I notice in Mr. 
Bartholdt’s published statement is in regard 
to the alleged influence of the Mafia. The

IMPORTING MEXICAN HEMP. 


The Largest Cargo Ever Brought to 
Boston Arrives There. 


BOSTON, Mass., Oct. 17.—The largest car- 
go of Mexican hemp ever brought to this 
port has arrived on the British steamship 
Vimeira from Progresso, Mexico. The Vi- 
mieria is a vessel completed on the Clyde only 
last month. She sailed from Glasgow di- 
rectly for Progresso, where she was load- 
ed for her present trip. The new ship is 
built of steel and registered 1,745 tons 8 
and 2,710 tons gross. She is feet 
length, 42 feet beam and 19 feet depth — 
hold. The Vimeria has been chartered by 
the Munson Steamship Co. of New York, 
and will make several trips to this port.

STEAMER ST. PAUL. 
Completed Her First Voyage Across 
the Atlantic. 
SOUTHAMPTON, Oct. 17.—The new Amer- 
ican Line steamship St. Paul completed an 
uneventful maiden trip across the Atlantic 
this morning. She was docked here at 
8:10 a. m. and reports having encountered 
heavy head winds and fog during the 


voyage. Her daily runs were: To noon of 


Oct. 10, 394 knots; Oct. 11. 382; Oct. 12, 409; 
Oct. 13, 412; Oct. 14, 439; Oct. 15, 324; Oct, 16, 
398. Total, 2,759, and this, reckoni about 
300 miles after noon yesterday would bring 
the total up to about 3,060 knots. 

No attempt was made to speed the new 
steamship on this her first trip, and it 
must also be noted that her bottom has not 
been cleaned since she was launched. 

The weather was beautiful when the St. 
Paul came up the harbor. e sun was 
shining brightly and the air was delight- 
fully crisp. The passengers all crowded 
on deck and enpoyed the sights and the 
weather at the same time. 

After the new steamship had been docked 
she was wisited by crowds of officers and 
others from many of the steamships now at 
this port and it was the general opinion 
that a better steamship never crossed the 
Atlantic. There is no doubt that in many 
respects she is a great advance on the New 
York and Paris, and there are people who 
are of the opinion that she is also an im- 
provement upon the St. Louis.

NURSE'S AWFUL ERROR. 


Twe City Hospital 1 Patients Dying ef 
Poison in Consequence of It. 


Wiliam Stephenson and Charles Tim, pa- 
tients in division 3; ward 3, of the City Hos- 
pital, are at the point of death as the result 
of doses of corrosive sublimate accidentally 
administered by A. H. Malm, a nurse at the 
hospital. Malm has been suspended indef- 
initely, and if either of 1 men die he may 
de prosecuted. 

About 5 o’clock Wednesday morning, after 
having administered medicine to several 
patients, Malm went to give Stephenson 
and Tim their doses. He had been in- 
structed to give them sulphate of magne- 


sium. This — was in a cupboard with a 
quantity of the ichioride- ‘of mercury (cor- 
rosive sublimate), the most deadly of pol- 
sons. Malm, by mistake, took 4 the vial 
containing bi chloride of mercury and, pour- 
ing some out, stepped over to where Steph- 
enson and Tim were laying and gave them 
the deadly drug. 

They swallowed it and then Malm re- 
sumed his duties. A few minutes later both 
men began groaning and complaining of 
burning — 4 in the stomach. Dr. Roeder, 
the physician in charge of ward 3, was sum- 
moned, aka upon examining the men, found 
that they had been poisoned. Further in- 
vestigation revealed the awful fact that 
bichloride of mercury been adminis- 
tered. Dr. Roeder sent for Superintend- 
ent Sutter, of the hospital, and both physi- 
cians worked so unremittingly on the men 
that they managed to prolong their lives. 
Little hope, however, is entertained for 
their recovery. 

Dr. Roeder, as soon as he had attended 
the men, issued instructions to the em- 
ployes around the building to keep the mat- 
ter quiet. Not a word was said of the aw- 
ful mistake until Wednesday 8 when 
it was given out for publication. either 
Stephenson or Tim were able to talk Thurs- 
day morning.

“In this dispatch Mr. Chamberlain advo- 
cates especially fostering gold mining and 
urges the cutting of 4 from the upper 
Barima river to Cuyuni, pointing out its 
importance from @ military point of view, 
as it would enable the Government to keep 
more closely in touch with the frontier — 
repel attempts at Venezuelan. aggression, 
and in view of the possibly * 4 and rapid 
expansion of os 1 it will be neces- 
sary to provi adequatel y for the protec- 
tion of the Northwestern district and recom- 
mending an increase in the number of mili- 
tary and police as well as the erection of 
barracks on the frontier.”
